PUBLIC LIBRARY The Coi;mission's survey. of library service in 
COMMISSION provincial institutions was completed in August and 
a full report, which includes recommendations for 
complete coverage of library needs, was submitted to the Ministers of 
the three departments concerned, namely: the Provincial Secretary, 
the Attorney-General, the Minister of xducation. 











Since the last Bulletin report on this subject 
some progress has been made, Funds have been made available for 
maintenance of the library in the Women's Gaol at Oakalla on the 
standard already established, and for initial rehabilitation of the 
library in the Men's Gaol. There the sepulchral black bindings are 
fast disappearing and being replaced by new, modern and well-selected 
books that are much appreciated by the inmates. By the end of Sen 
tember, 261 new books had been accessioned, and 180 of the 390 inmates 
were registered as borrowers, Registration in the Women's Library 

was 88 per cent of the gaol population. Total book circulation at 
Oakalla for the month was 1,229. Suitable periodical literature is 
also provided. Book talks are given periodically. The Commissioner 
of Provincial Police recently reported that since the library had 

been reorganized at the Women's Gaol, moizale had improved 50 per cent. 
Some of the better discards from the Lien's Library will be used for 
the three smaller Provincial Gaols at Nelsou, Kamloops and Prince 
George. Funds are now promised for the purchase of new books for 
these three institutious, 






Other important developiieits in the institutions 
include: appointment of a full-tine librarian for the Victoria unit 
of the Division of Tuberculosis Control; appointment of a Public 
Health Educator, who is a fully trained librarian, to take over ad- 
ministration of the library of the Provincial Board of Health in the 
Parliament Buildings; provision of $3600 for the purchase of new 
books for Allco Eospital (men's infirmary in the Fraser Valley), and 
for a similar institution, the Frovincial Home at Kamloops. Initial 
selections of books and periodicals have already beeii made by the 
Public Library Commission for these two institutions and have been 
warmly welcomed by the patients, 


Expansion of the Commission's own library services 
proceeds at an accelerated pace. Limited publicity about exteusion 
of the use of the juvenile collection in the Open Shelf Division at 
Victoria beyond service only to pupils of the Elementary Correspondence 
School -- to which it had hitherto been restricted -- has met with 
immediate and enthusiastic response. Other services also continue to 
expand, October circulation from the Open Shelf showed a 34 per cent 
increase over that of October 1943: the latter was in turn 30 per 
cent higher than that of 1942. Prince George statistics for September 
also set a record. Extension of Travelling Library service has 
latterly been directed particularly toward the Queen Charlotte 
Islands and logging coimunities elsewhere in the province, 














The Commission has provided typical Travelling 
Library service for the liodel School ih Vancouver, where students at 
the Normal School have practical experience in the onesroom school. 
In 1943 261 such libraries were seut out from Victoria and 

Prince George. 
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Grants-in-aid, resumed this year after lapse 
during the depression, have been made to six libraries or associations, 
the maximum grant to date being 4250. Aid has been offered to three 
other libraries, and funds are presently earmarked for three more, 
General policy on grauts sets up the following requirements:- 
That the library organization is making the best of its library 
opportunities; that the local government iucreasew its own library 
grant; thet the Commission's srait is used for children's books; that 
use of all children's books is free, Besides 'grants-in-aid', library 
exteusion funds to the value of well over $4,000 have been used to 
assist the union libraries aud the public library development in 
vreston Valley. 


' The Commission has endeavored from time to time, 
during the past few years, to encourage library service in wartine 
housing communities on Vancouver Island-and the mainland. The only 
success to date has been that in tsquimalt where, through the 
energy and perseverance of the community counselor and staunch sup- 
porters in the community, and with the cooperation of Victoria Public 
Library, full library service was established in 19435 and was subse- 
quently taken over by a revived municipal-wide public library progran 
for Esquimalt. The latest attempt is to encourage the wartime 
housiug community at Sea Islaiud to briug home to Domiiion and local 
authorities the resp8nsibility of cooperatiug to provide, for these 
important wartime workers gathered from the four corners gathered 
from the four coruers of Canada, the essential community service of 
the public library. 


In September the Superintendent visited public li- 
brary organizations aud institutions in Nelson, Cr:ston, Trail, 
sossland, Peutictou, Kelowia, Kamloops aid Tranquille. He fou.d . 
such libraries as are organized weatheriug the war, but need and 
opportunity for library cxpausion far aud away beyond facilities 
preseutly available. The priiicipal obstacles reriainu local finance 
aud the belligerence of the laiudowier toward the smallest straw of 
uew taxation that threateus to break the camel's back, The Superin- 
tendent's main recommc.datiou to Commission was therefore the taking 
of early steps to press for provincial fi-aicbal support of public 
libraries throughout tke proviuce, at least comparable with the aid 
presently given to public schools, He also stressed a recommendetion, 
previously made, that superiutendency for the Public Library Com- 
mission be again made one official's full-time job. 


it the October meetiug the Comiission appointed 
a comaittee of- library policy, constituted of the three commissioners 
aud the secretary, to which was assigned the project of developing, 
in cooperation with other interested people, a definite long-term 
program for adequate, proviuce-wide Jibrary service; aud, as a neces- 
sary first step in this direction, the drafting of a revision of the 
Public Libraries Act, The B,C.L.A. executive has been approached with 
a view to collaboration tetween the two bodies,
